The Cyanamid Company refused 
‘O agree to a recapture clause, 
which a majority of the Military 
Afvairs Committee believed should 
be provided to guarantee the gov- 
ernment against loss of the plant 
to the company in the event 
failed to carry out its bargain. 

While the Cyanamid Company 
was ready to agree to produce a 
certain amount of fertilizer at; 
Muscle Shoals, should it be un- 
dersold by foreign competitors or 
American firms, it did not care 
to lose its investment and _ the 
Plant, the committee was advised. 

Senator Norris’ bill ag passed 
by the Senate was tabled along 
with the Morin bill to have’ the 
War Department lease Muscle 
Shoals for power production and 
use part of the proceeds for ex- 
verimentation in fertilizer produc- 
tion. These bills as well as | 
Madden bill, embracing the Cyan- 
‘aid Company bid were tabled by | 
‘yverwhelming votes. 

A majority of the Military Af- 
fairs committee clings to the idea 
that fertilizers can be produced 
ngore economically at Muscle 
Shoals than by private companies 
using methods not so dependent 
upon cheap water power. - 

“The farmers are entitled to 
‘un for their money, and I would 
be in favor of having a corpora- 
tion created by the government 
take over Muscle Shoals and pro- 
duce fertilizers,” said James, add-| 
ing: | 


“If it is proved that we cannot 
complete with private companies 
witk our cheap water power at 
Muscle Shoals, The farmers will 
then know it. We wzi all know 
it and Muscle Shoals will be 
proven a power proposition en- 
irely.” 

The Norris bill provideg that the 
Department of Agriculture Ex- 
periment in production of fertili- 
zer and produce on a quantity 
basis only when the Secretary ot 
Agriculture feels warrauted in do- 
ing so. Military Affairs Commit- 
tee men take the view that the 
Agriculture Department is hostile 
.O government production of Fer- 
‘ilizer and production ip quantity 
could not be expected under these 
conditions. 

Senator Norrig believes that it 
would be unwise to direct the 
Department of Agriculture to pro- 
luce fertilizers in quantity, until 
it hag been proved that the gov-f 
ernment can produce it cheaper 
than private companies using 
modern methods more dependent,
